Goodland's Experience and Actions Stamp 


Him as No Ordinary Lieutenant Governor

Madison—The gifted reporter who 


in an earlier day invented that de- 
scriptive phrase "as plain as an old 
shoe" was probably tryinjj to por- 
tray the appearance and the person- 
ality of a man such as Walter S.

Walter S. Goodland is

He Is hulking and 
powerful, not dour, yet not smiling. 
He is 6 feet 2 inches tall, and car- 
ries a proportionate weight. There 
is nothing about him to stamp him 
as a politician, plenty to designate 
him as a leader of men. 


Ordinary Man 


He is old enough to be reflective: 


young enough, in mind at least, to 
want to be in the swim of things. 
His clothes are baggy, his 
hair 


sparse and his moustache straggly. 
He is matter-of-fact When you en- 
ter his office he grunts a greeting, 
yet that is enough to make you feel 
at home and take a chair xvithout 
being asked to do so. There is so 
little formality about him. so much 
of the ordinary man who has work- 
ed with his hands, hard, that you 
unavoidably remember a lot

things from that last Lincoln biog- 
raphy you read. 


Perhaps it will help to illustrate

ed purposes. The great Roman observed 
that nothing is more easily uttered than 
slanders, nothing travels so swiftly nor is 
received with so much interest. 


The paralyzing effect of a thick river 


of smelly slime induced a great French- 
man to say that "there are slanders against 
which even innocence loses courage." 
• * • 


The gist of the above thoughts has not 


been lost upon advocates of Red prin- 
ciples. In fact long before violent ac- 
tions are undertaken the way is paved by 
a careful fertilizing of people's minds with 
such stories against those about to be at- 
tacked as would class them with what 
the French called "without the law."

The Icburelincss of construction has been du 


to the usual thing: lack of money. When it is 
finished, the Cathedral will represent at least a 
$15,000,000 investment and will rank among the 
three greatest Houses of God in the world. 


The only other churches on earth which are 


larger than the Cathedral of St. John the Di- 
vine are St. Peter's at Rome and the Cathedra 
at Seville, Spain. Completed, it will be 600 feet 
long, have an area in excess of 110,000 square 
feet, and pews to accommodate 10,000 worship- 
pers. There is no church of comparable size in 
New York. 


The Cathedral stands on the bluff of Morn- 


ingside Park at lllth street and Morningside 
Drive, just below Columbia University. Since 
1925, 
Bishop William Manning, Englishborn 


head of the New York diocese of the Episcopal 
Church, has been devoting much of her energy 
to bringing the Cathedral to completion. 


The year in which they laid the cornerstone 


for the Cathedral was quite a history maker for 
the town. In that year of 1892, the 400th anni- 
versary of the discovery of America by Colum- 
bus, a statue of Columbus was presented to the 
city by Italian citizens and placed at Broadway 
and 59th Street—now Columbus, Circle. Ellis Is- 
land was established as an immigrant station. 
Oscar Hammerstein opened the Manhattan Op- 
era House on 34th Street. John Drew made his 
New Work debut; and Mrs. Astor gave the fa- 
mous ball at the Astor Hotel at which the term 
"The Four Hundred" first was applied as mean- 
ing the "real" society people of New York. 


It wasn't until five years later that the first 


Waldorf-Astoria hotel,—the hotel which has 
since given way to the Empire State building- 
was opened. Ernestine Schumann-Heink didn't 
make her New York debut until eight years 
after the Cathedral cornerstone was laid, and 
Enrico Caruso didn't c'omc- along until six years 
after that. All these things—the Four Hundred, 
the old Waldorf, John Drew, Schumann-Heink 
and the great Caruso—have come and gone; and 
they're still trying to finish the Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine. 


Trinity Church, in thc heart of the financial 


district at Broadway and Wall Street, has been 
more fortunate financially. Property surround- 
ing it, which it owns, provides an income of 
more than half a million dollars. This is the 
church whose famous churchyard has the his- 
toric graves of such famous men as Alexander 
Hamilton and Robert Fulton. 


Another famous church is St. Paul's Chapel, 


also on Broadway, between Fulton and Vesey 
streets. During the early days of the British oc- 
cupation of Manhattan Island, both Lord Howe 
and George Washington worshipped there.

"Do you think it Is worth while 


to spend the time and money on 
an education in order to become 
a school teacher?" he asked me. 


"My own experience is quite 


similar to many, so let me cite a 
few personal items from my past 
record. 


"Nine years ago I began teach- 


ing in a small country schooL My 


amounted to $655 
less than $55 per 


yearly salary 
per year, or 
month. 


"After moving around from one 


school to another, I finally got a 
break last spring, and was selected 
to be the principal of a large grade 
school. Being a married man, I 
was offered $5 per month more 
than the former principal. 


"But even with this extra sum, 


my annual salary is now but $945, 
or only $7875 per month. 


An Educational Disgrace 


"Out of this meager sum I must 


pay my own expenses when I at- 
tend 
a teacher's institute or a 


summer session at the university, 
and our Board insists that we 
teachers enrol each year in one of 
these. 


"If we ask our Board to under- 


write our expenses, they tell us 
that attendance at summer session 
is all to our advantage; that _it 
means nothing to the schooL 


"But we'd be discharged if we 


ever refused to attend. Moreover, 
we are expected to donate liberal- 
ly to our local church and other 
altruistic bodies, whether or not 
we belong to such churches. 


"If we happen to be broke, we 


borrow in order to make our 


donation. I know this sounds'exag- 
gerated, Dr. Crane, but it is ab- 
solutely the truth. 


Small Town Prejudices 


"In fact,, we must even purchase 


our clothing, food and the other 
necessities in our own small' town 
where members of the Board are 
merchants, although they hold .us 
up on prices, and we could get 
much better bargains

mail order houses. 


"This kind of life is very dis- 


heartening to all of us. Why 
should we spend money year after 
year for advancement, when we 
don't even rate a janitor's salary? 


"All 
of my teachers and I great- 


ly enjoy our work of 
teaching 


youngsters, but we are growing 
bitter and disillusioned. My col- 
lege classmates are now well es- 
tablished in then- respective - pro- 
fessions, while I, as a married man 
and school principal, rate a pal- 
try $78.75 per month. Are we in 
the wrong field of work?"

It Is a mean habit that should be corrected, If possi- 
ble, at once. Not that it does the- hysterical one much harm. It doesn't. 
It Is just words that use some of his over abundant energy and make 
people pay attention. If such a one comes your way take a big cup o£ 
water_and let him have that cold water full in his face regardless of 
company, clothes or furniture. Such an experience will check the hys- 
terics and. make the young person think twice before trying it again. 


Cold water is the, best medicine known for such demonstrations. It is 


a form of .treatment that can have no ill effects. It cannot be called a pun- 
ishment, or harsh treatment It is a- professional remedy for hysteria. 
Accompany the cold water with silence. If the patient continues the 
noise'there is.always more water. Use it. Use it until the patient sub- 
sides. Thoroughness is part .of the cure. 


Don't be alarmed when such a young person has a temper tantrum, for 


that is what it really Is. He feels injured and he wants to make other 
people feel that way too, if he can. If he gets no response save the cup of 
cold water he will be discouraged 
and try some other scheme to win 
attention. He may even try attend- 
ing to his business of growing up. 
He is not going to commit suicide. 
The person who does that Is a dif- 
ferent sort. He won't take the world 
into his confidence. He is suffering 
deeply and has not the power to re- 
lease his feelings. If he had he 
would not be in his desperate pre- 
dicament. 


These hysterical 
temper out- 


bursts that failing children use to 
frighten their mothers and make 
them give them what they want, 
whether it be more privileges, 
more money or more, attention, 
need a firm, hand and cold water. 
The other'child,'the still, depressed, 
suffering one needs the help of 
skilled physicians who understand 
the way of the troubled soul. 


In such cases the understanding 


clergyman, the kind who knows 
his mission is'the cure for sick 
souls, can be of the greatest help. 
Into his ear can be poured the story 
of suffering, , error, longing, pain 
with the certain knowledge that it 
will be treated seriously and kept 
secret under the seal of the con- 
fessional. 


Long ago the Church understood 


the need of the confessional, under- 


stood the need of some sympathe- 
tic, listening ear into which could 
be told the story of grief with the 
surety of having a burden lifted. 
Someone more earthy than God, 
but with His aloofness. His com- 
forting understanding, His healing 
power. 


To some such Confessor, a cler- 


gyman of your own church, a skill- 
ed psychologist, an understanding 
physician, an old and trusted

Land of the Turks 


I—TURKEY'S LARGEST CITY

•war, a Russian czar gave Turkey a 
special name. He called it "the Sick 
Man of Europe." The idea in the 
name was at least partly true; Tur- 
key then ruled a large area in Eu- 
rope, and many Christians in that 
part of the empire did not want to 
be under the power of the Turks.

A glimpse of the inside of Santa 


Sophia. 
Turkey today covers a small cor- 


ner of Europe, but most of its land 
is in Asia Minor. The total area of 
the present Turkey is greater than 
that of either Germany or France, 
and 
it contains nearly 15,000,000 


people. 


For several 
hundred years the 


capital of the Turkish empire was 
Constantinople. Counting all its 
suburbs, this famous 
city has a 


population of .more than a million. 
It centers around an ancient settle- 
ment on a jut of land in southeast- 
ern Europe. 


Ten years ago. the official name 


of Constantinople was changed to 
"Istanbul" Some lately-made maps 
use Istanbul as the name, but peo- 
ple outside of Turkey have been 
slow in giving up the old name. 


The first city at this site was 


called Byzantium, and" was started 
by Greek settlers almost 2,500 years 
ago. Nine centuries later, a Roman 
emperor—Constantine — gave his. 
own name to the city. Constantin- 
ople (the City of Constantino) was 
captured by the Turks in 1453. 


While Constantine was ruling, the 


building of a great Christian church 
was begun. This church was finish- 
ed by Justinian, a later Roman em- 
peror. It contained beautiful pillars 
which had been taken from old 
Greek temples. The church was 
called Santa Sophia. 


After the Turks won power in 


Constantinople, they turned Santa 
Sophia into a Mohammedan church 
or mosque. Tail, pointed towers, 
known as "minarets," were added 
outside the main building, and the 
church itself was changed in some 
ways. For the most part, however, 
the Mosque ot^Santa Sophia is the 
old Christian church in the hands 
of Mohammedans. 


Vfhen the-.Turks were capturing 


Constantinople, -thousands of Chris- 
, tians crowded inside Santa Sophia. 
[They barred ihe doors, and hoped 
that in this holy place (which was 
said to contain the cradle of Jesus) 
they would be safe from the enemy. 
A few hours later, on that dark 
May day, Turkish soldiers broke 
down the doors. The people inside 
were killed or made prisoners. The 
leader of the Turks struck one of 
the columns with his sword, and 
shouted the old Mohammedan bat- 
tle cry: "There is no god but Allah, 
and Mohammed is his prophet."

If you were to tell almost any 


good housekeeper that the loose 
irregular webs she finds in the cor- 
ners of her rooms are the work of 
spiders she will declare that they 
couldn't 
possi- 


bly be because 
she hasn't any 
spiders in her 
house, especial- 
ly 
in 
winter 


w h e n 
these 


webs are most 
frequently seen. 
I've even been 
told by house- 
wives that these 
webs were caus- 
ed by dust and 
soot from furn- 
ace fires. 


The truth is that the \vebs are 


built by spiders, most of which are 
so tiny that they can easily hide in 
crevices under moldings, mopboards 
or window frames. If you don't be- 
ieve this, open a window which has 
remained closed all winter 
and 


vatch for tiny scurrying creatures, 
some of them only a tenth of an 
nch in length. 


Invisible At First 


The webs when first built 
by 


hese tiny house spiders are so light 
n texture that they are invisible, 
but after a strong furnace fire or 
any other dust-raising activity the 
veb becomes covered with tiny par- 
icles of dust and soot, darkening 
he web and making it 
visible. 


Vhen these same spiders, or others 
pinning similar light webs, built 
heir webs out-of-doors they are 
ust as invisible on a dry day, but 
m damp days or on dewy mornings 
he tiny threads are covered with 
Tops of moisture and 
can then 


learly be seen. 
House spiders can be any of a 
umber of groups but the 
family 


'herididae is the one chiefly 
re- 


onsible for the webs we 
brush 


,o\vn so often from ceilings and 
room corners. This is a large group 
of spiders, most of which are incon- 
spicuous in coloring. They vary in 
size from one-twelfth to one-half 
inch, although most of them are 
less than one-fourth inch in length. 
Like all spiders, they have 
four 


pairs of legs attached to the ster- 
num, a portion of the body between 
the hea3 and the abdomen. 


The abdomen in most Therididae 


is humped, sometimes even coming 
to a distinct point at the top. 
On 


the underside of the abdomen and 
at its end are the spinnerets, the or- 
gan through which the fine threads 
emerge from the body. The spider's; 
silk is not a single threatd, but a 
great many coming out of microsco- 
pic tubes. When the 
air 
strikes j 


them, the many threads dry into a 
single strand. 


Seldom Bite Humans 


Spiders spin webs for many rea- 


sons. Catching lood in the webby 
net is one of the spider's purposes 
for building it. The insects which 
are caught in the web are doomed,

not because of the strength of the 
threads but because of their sticky 
quality. The wingj and legs of the 
fly or other insect become so en- 
tangled that they are unable to lly 
or even to move. The spider then 
advances upon its prey and bites 
it with its sharp mandibles. 
The 


point of the madible or claw has a 
small hole through 
which 
the 


spider's poison is ejected.. All spid- 
ers have this poison gland but in 
most of our northern species the 
amount of poison is so small that 
little or no harm is done when they 
bite humans, which, by the way, is 
very seldom. 


Another purpose of the web is as 


a protecting blanket lor the spi- 
der's cocoons. The group of house 
spiders which we most often see 
have soft round cocoons which 
hang by threads inside the web. 
Most of us brush down the webs 
too often for any cocoons to re- 
main but if you wish to see them, 
look for them in a dark, neglected 
corner of the basement, or in sum- 
mer, -in the corners between win- 
dows and screens. The young spi- 
ders hatch from the eggs in the co- 
coons and remain enclosed until 
they are ready to take care of 
themselves in the open. 


Used for Travel 


In some cases, certain species of 


spiders carry the cocoon bags with 
them either with their mandibles 
or attached to the spinnerets. Last 
year I saw a large hairy fruit spi- 
der, "banana bug," or "tarantula" to 
most of us, with a cacoon the size 
of a small marble attached to >ts 
spinnerets. This spider must have 
been shipped from the tropics with 
a bunch of bananas. There are vari- 
ous kinds of these fruit spiders but 
none of them can rightfully be 
called "tarantulas," a species native 
to southern Europe. Many tropical 
spiders as well as the famous "black 
widow." are very poisonous. I have 
never heard of a black widow or 
any other dangerous spider being 
found as far north as this. 


Still another use for the spider's 


silk is as a means of locomotion 
Most of us have seen a spider 
swing downward from a high point 
on a strand of silk. They make use 
of this swinging ability when they 
wish to stretch a web from one 
point to another, or when they wish 
to reach the ground. Sometimes 
they swing only halfway down and 
then scurry 
upward again, but 


they don't leave a ladder of silk 
hanging after them. What happens 
to it? They don't eat it as some- 
one guessed when we were discus- 
sing spiders recently, but it is reel- 
ed up rgain by the spinerets. 
j 


Males are Smaller 


Male spiders are usually smaller 


and less brightly colored than fe- 
males. Compared to the females, 
they lead a quiet life, spinning on- 
ly small, ineffectual xvebs or none 
at all. On the whole, spiders are 
useful creatures, killing off trou- 
blesome 
insects, including plant 


bugs. They are also beneficial be- 
cause they fournish food to insect- 
eating birds. Last of all. let me re- 
mind you that spiders are not in- 
sects, and that the common "dadSy 
longlegs" is not a spider. It is a spi- 
der-like bug, with legs fastened to 
its abdomen, while the spider's ab- 
domen is Iree of legs.
